John Walquist, Judge, State Court, District 2f Ogden, 
Utah, advised that Mr. Richards has argued cases before him on 
many occasions. Judge Walquist described him as a gifted, shrewd, 
aggressive but fair attorney, and stated he was one of the finest 
attorneys who ever appeared before him. Judge Walquist stated 
that Mr. Richards was not afraid of controversy and he would go 
out on a limb" for a client, but he was never unethical. 

Judge Walquist stated that about four years ago a case was tried 
111 his court wherein a man and his wife had complained to the 
Utah State Bar that Mr. Richards had been unethical in his 
dealings with them.
